EDUCATIONAL  LEGISLATION   1905 

The  Lcc^islature  of  1905  passed,  and  the  Governor  approved, 
several  acts  relating  to  public  education.  The  majority  of  these 
acts  are  not  of  general  importance  but  are  local  in  character.  The 
acts  general  in  application  are  as  follows: 

Chapter  161 

An  act  to  amend  the   L'niversity  law.  relating  to  the  number  of 
Regents   neces.sary  to  constitute   a  quorum. 

Became  a  law,  Ap.  8.  1905,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three   fifths   being   present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows' 

§  I  Section  7  of  chapter  378  of  the  laws  of  1892  entitled  "An 
act  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  laws  relating  to  the  University 
of  the  State  of  New  York,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

vj  7  Quorum.  Six  Regents  attending  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business, 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Chapter  iq^ 

An  act  to  amend  section  58  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relative 
to  the  graduates  of  law  schools  in  the  State. 

Became  a  law,  Ap.  12,  1905.  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three   fifths   being  present. 

The  teople  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assenibly.  do  enact  as  follows: 

i  I  Section  58  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  is  herebv  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§   ^?>  Nothing  contained    in   the   last   two   sections   prevents  the 
Court  of  Appeals  from  dispensing,  in  the  rules  established  by  it, 
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with  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  stated  period  of  clerkship,  required 
from  an  applicant,  or  with  the  examination  where  the  applicant 
is  a  graduate  of  the  Albany  Law  School,  being  the  law  department 
of  the  Union  University,  or  of  the  law  department  of  the  University 
of  the  City  of  New  York,  or  of  the  la.w  school  of  Columbia  College, 
or  of  the  law  school  of  the  University  of  Buffalo  or  the  New  York 
Law  School  of  the  College  of  Law,  Cornell  University,  or  of  the 
School  of  Law,  Syracuse  University,  or  the  Brooklyn  Law  School 
of  St  Lawrence  University,  and  produces  his  diploma  upon  his  appli- 
cation for  admission. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  Tune  i,  1905. 

Chapter  2^2 

An  act  authorizing  villages  and   cities   to   insure  normal   schools. 

Became  a  law,  Ap.  21,  1905,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three   fifths   being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozvs: 

§  I  It  shall  be  lawful  for  each  village  and  city  in  this  State 
wherein  is  locatel^  a  state  normal  and  training  school,  to  insure 
and  keep  insured,  the  real  and  personal  property  of  such  school 
against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  when  the  State  refuses  to  insure,  or 
keep  adequately  insured,  such  property.  The  insurance  is  to  be  in 
the  name  of  the  State,  and  in  case  of  loss,,  any  moneys  obtained 
from  such  insurance  are  to  be  used  and  disposed  of  the  same  as  if 
the  State  had  effected  such  insurance.  The  amount  of  insurance 
to  be  carried  shall  be  determined  by  the  municipal  authorities  of 
such  village  or  city. 

§  2  The  amount  of  money  necessary  to  effect  and  continue  such 
insurance  shall  be  raised  annually  by  such  village  or  city  at  the  same 
time,  and  in  the  same  manner,  as  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  village 
or  city  are  raised. 

§  3  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Chapter  258 

An  act  to  amend  the  consolidated  school  law,  relative  to  changing 
school  districts. 

Became  a  law,  Ap.  21,  1905,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three  fifths   being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  I  Section  30  of  article  5  title  8  of  chapter  556  of.  the  laws 
of    1894   entitled   **An   act   to   revise,   amend   and   consolidate   the 
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general  acts  rclatinj::^  to  public  instruction,"  as  amended  by  chapter 
210  of  the  laws  of  1899,  ^^  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  30  Whenever  one  or  more  common  school  districts  shall  ad- 
join any  union  free  school  district  whose  limits  do  not  corre- 
spond with  those  of  an  incorporated  village  or  city,  upon  the 
written  consent  of  the  trustees  of  all  the  districts  to  be  affected, 
the  school  commissioner  having  jurisdiction  may  dissolve  such 
common  schoc^l  district  or  districts  and  annex  the  territory  of 
such  district  or  districts  so  dissolved  to  such  union  free  school 
district,  and  the  school  commissioner  having  jurisdiction  may 
alter  any  union  free  school  district  whose  limits  do  not  corre- 
spond with  those  of  any  incorporated  village  or  city,  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  title  6  of  this  act,  but  no  such  district  shall  be 
divided,  upon  which  there  is  an  outstanding  bonded  indebted- 
ness. Such  school  commissioner  on  the  written  consent  of  the 
boards  of  education  of  the  districts  affected  may  also  dissolve  a 
union  free  school  district  when  it  adjoins  another  union  free 
school  district  and  both  of  such  union  free  school  districts  are 
wholly  located  within  the  limits  of  a  city  or  an  incorporated  vil- 
lage and  annex  the  territory  of  such  dissolved  district  to  the 
remaining  union  free  school  district.  The  bonded  indebtedness  of 
each  of  such  districts  shall,  upon  such  dissolution  and  annexa- 
tion, become  a  charge  upon  the  enlarged  district  thus  formed. 
Such  district  shall  succeed  to  all  the  rights  of  property  possessed 
l)y  the  annulled  district.  The  board  of  education  of  such  district 
shall  raise  by  tax  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  any  of  the  bonds 
and  interest  thereon  of  such  district  as  the  same  shall  become 
due. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

C"haj)ter  280  amends  the  compulsory  education  law  by  con- 
ferring on  school  commissioners  legal  authority  to  determine  the 
only  class  of  persons  who  shall  be  appointed  attendance  officers 
by  town  boards  and  if  commissioners  do  their  duty,  competent 
and  efficient  persons  will  be  aj)pointed. 

It  also  provides  that  if  the  law  is  complied  with,  within  a  ^) 
period  of  one  year,  moneys  withheld  from  a  city  or  district  by  ^ 
the  Commissioner  of  Education,  because  of  a  nonenforcement  of  ^^ 
the  statute,  shall  be  jaid  over  to  said  city  or  district;  otherwise  " 
forfeited  to  the  State. 

Chapter  ^11 

An    act   to   amend    the    compulsory    education    law    regarding   the 
powers  and  duties  of  attendance  officers. 

Became  a  law,  Ap.  22,  1905,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three   fifths   being  present. 
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The  people  of  the  State  of  Nezu  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  foUozvs: 

§  I  Section  8  of  title  i6  of  the  consolidated  school  law  is  hereby 
amended  as  follows : 

§  8  Arrest  of  truants.  The  attendance  officer  may  arrest  with- 
out warrant  any  child  between  8  and  i6  years  of  age 
found  from  his  home,  and  who  then  is  a  truant  from  instruction 
upon  which  he  is  lawfully  required  to  attend  within  the  city  or 
district  of  such  attendance  officer.  He  shall  forthwith  deliver 
the  child  so  arrested  either  to  the  custody  of  a  person  in  parental 
relation  to  the  child,  or  of  a  teacher  from  whom  such  child  is 
then  a  truant,  or,  in  case  of  habitual  and  incorrigible  truants, 
shall  bring  them  before  a  police  magistrate  for  commitment  by 
him  to  a  truant  school  as  provided  for  in  the  next  section.  The 
attendance  officer  shall  promptly  report  such  arrest,  and  the  dis- 
position made  by  him  of  such  child  to  the  school  authorities  of 
the  said  city,  village  or  district  where  such  child  is  lawfully  re- 
quired to  attend  upon  instruction  or  to  such  person  as  they  may 
direct.  A  truant  officer  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  may 
enter,  during  business  hours  any  factory,  mercantile  or  other 
establishment  within  the  city  or  school  district  in  which  he 
is  appointed  and  shall  be  entitled  to  examine  employment 
certificates  or  registry  of  children  employed  therein  on  demand. 
Any  person  interfering  with  an  attendance  officer  in  the  lawful 
discharge  of  his  duties  and  any  person  owning  or  operating  a 
factory,  mercantile  or  other  establishment  who  shall  refuse  on 
demand  to  exhibit  to  such  attendance  officer  the  registry  of  children 
employed  or  the  employment  certificate  of  such  children  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Chapter  388 

An  act  to  authorize  the  acceptance  by  this  State  of  gifts,  be- 
quests, and  assignments  of  the  bonds,  warrants,  choses  in  ac- 
tion, or  other  obligations  of  any  other  state  and  to  enforce 
the  collection  thereof. 

Became  a  law.  May  16,  1905,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three  fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  A^eiv  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozvs: 

§  I  Whenever  any  person  or  persons,  copartnership,  cor- 
poration or  association  shall  give,  bequeath  or  assign  to  the  State 
of  New  York  any  bonds,  warrants,  choses  in  action  or  other  obli- 
gations of  au}^  other  state,  the  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  in 
his  discretion,  to  receive  and  accept  the  same  for  the  benefit  of 
the  State  and  the  right  and  title  thereto  and  therein  shall  there- 
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upon  pass  10  aiul  \'cst  in  this  State  and  the  same  and  all  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  when  collected  shall  he  held  hy  the  Comptroller  in 
a  s])ecial  account  or  fund  subject  to  be  appropriated  by  the  Lec^is- 
lature  nn\v  for  the  support  of  common  schools,  or  for  the  promo- 
tion of  some  educational  interest  in  the  State. 

ij  2  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  protect  or  assert  the 
rit^ht  or  title  of  the  State  to  any  such  bonds,  warrants,  choses  in 
action  or  other  r)blii;ations  so  received,  or  to  collect  or  enforce 
the  same  or  any  jjart  thereof,  principal  or  interest,  the  x\ttorney 
(ieneral  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  take  the  necessary 
?.ni\  proper  pr(»ceedin.c:s  or  to  brinj;-  suit  thereon  in  the  name  of 
the  State  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  state  or  federal, 
and  to  prosecute  all  such  suits  cjr  proceedings  to  a  termination. 

§  3  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediatel\ . 

Chapter  595 

An  act  to  amend  chapter  516  of  the  laws  of  1892,  entitled,  "An 
act  to  advance  learnin^^,  the  arts  and  sciences,  and  to  promote 
the  ])ublic  welfare  by  j)rovidiniX  f<^r  the  conveyance,  holdinp^ 
and  |)r()tection  of  proi)erty.  and  the  creaticMi  of  trusts  for  the 
foundintj,  endowinc:,  erection  and  maintenance  of  public 
libraries,  museums  and  other  educational  institutions  within 
this  State." 

Became  a  luw.  May  \(^,  IQ05.  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three   tifths   beiiip   present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Xris.'  )'ork\  represented  in  Senate  atid 
Assembly,  do  enaet  as  fofln^K's-  _^ 

§  I  Section  i  of  chapter  =,H)  (»f  the  laws  of  1892,  entitled, 
"An  act  to  arlvance  learnine:.  the  arts  and  sciences,  and  to  pro- 
mote the  public  welfare  by  providinj;:^  for  the  conveyance,  holdins: 
and  protection  of  property,  and  the  creation  of  trusts  for  the 
foundincr.  endowincf.  erection  and  maintenance  of  public  libraries, 
nuiseums  and  other  educational  institutions  within  this  State,"  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  I  .\nv  ])erson  desirinc:,  in  his  lifetime,  to  promote  the  pub- 
lic welfare  by  founding,  endowing  and  having  maintained  a  ])ublic 
librarv,  museum  or  other  educational  institutions,  or  a  chapel 
and  crematory  within  this  State,  may  to  that  end  and  for  such

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Chapter  ^Sy 

An  act  to  amend  the  state  finance  law,  in  relation  to  the  education 
fund. 

Became  a  law,  May  19,  1905,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three   fifths   being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozcs: 

§  I  Section  80  of  article  4  of  chapter  413  of  the  laws  of  1897, 
entitled  ''An  act  relating  to  state  finances,  constituting  chapter  10 
of  the  general  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  225  of  the  laws  of 
1904  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  80  The  education  fund.  The  common  school  fund,  the  litera- 
ture fund,  and  the  United  States  deposit  fund,  shall  continue 
to  consist  of  all  moneys,  securities  or  other  property  in  the 
treasury  of  the  State,  or  under  the  control  of  any  state  ofiicer, 
and  of  all  debts  due  the  State,  or  real  property  owned  by  it,  be- 
longing to  such  fund.  The  proceeds  of  all  lands  which  belonged 
to  the  State  on  January  i,  1823,  except  the  parts  thereof  reserved 
or  appropriated  to  public  use,  or  ceded  to  the  United  States,  shall 
belong  to  the  common  school  fund.  In  case  of  any  diminution 
of  capital  belonging  to  the  common  school  fund.  United  States 
deposit  fund  or  literature  fund,  there  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
capital  of  such  fund  or  funds  from  the  income  thereof  so  much 
as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  capital  inviolate.  Of  the 
income  of  the  United  States  deposit  fund,  $25,000  shall  annually 
be  added  to  the  capital  of  the  common  school  fund.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Comptroller,  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  to 
transfer  to  the  general  fund  the  remainder  of  the  income  of  the 
common  school  fund,  United  States  deposit  fund  and  literature 
fund,  which  together  with  such  amounts  as  may  be  raised  or 
received  by  taxation  or  otherwise  for  educational  purposes,  shall 
constitute  the  education  fund,  and  appropriations  therefrom  may 
be  made  annually  for  the  support  of  the  educational  system  of 
the  State,  to  be  apportioned  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  which  apportionment  shall  be 
certified  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  to  the  Comptroller 
for  distribution  and  payment.  The  amount  appropriated  by  the 
Legislature  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  common  school 
system  of  the  State,  shall  be  payable  from  the  treasury  upon  the 
warrant  of  the  Comptroller,  and  the  Comptroller  shall  counter- 
sign and  enter  all  checks  drawn  by  the  Treasurer  in  payment  of 
his  warrants,  and  all  receipts  of  the  Treasurer  for  such  payments 
paid  to  the  Treasurer,  and  no  such  receipts  shall  be  evidence  of 
payment  tmless  they  be  so  countersigned. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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LOCAL  ACTS 

Chapter  12  legalizes  and  confirms  the  action  of  certain  special 
meeting^s  held  in  union  free  school  district  7,  town  of  Granville, 
VVashini^on  co.,  and  the  issuance  of  bonds  by  the  school  authori- 
ties of  such  district. 

Chapter  28  cnal)ies  the  Medical  College  Laboratory  of  the  city 
of  New  ^'ork  to  convey  anrl  transfer  its  real  and  personal 
property. 

Chapter  30  legalizes  and  confirms  the  organization  of  union  free 
school  district  i,  town  of  Herkimer,  and  the  issuance  of  bonds 
by  the  authorities  of  said  district. 

Chapter  65  amends  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam.  This 
chapter  relates  to  the  general  powers  and  duties  of  the  board  of 
education  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam. 

Chapter  67  changes  the  name  of  *'  The  Th(jnias  Asylum  for 
Orphan  and  Destitute  Indian  Children  "  to  "  The  Thomas  Indian 
School. 

Chapter  76  legalizes  the  organization  of  union  free  school  dis- 
trict 7,  town  of  Ramapo.  and  the  issuance  of  bonds  by  said  district. 

Chapter  "j";  legalizes  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  school  district  5, 
town  of  Cornwall.  Orange  co. 

Chapter  78  amends  in  general  the  charter  of  the  Xew  York  Col- 
lege of  Dental  Surgery. 

Chapter  84  legalizes  the  issuance  of  bontls  in  sciiool  district 
12.  town  of  Salem.  Washington  co. 

Chapter  97  amends  the  act  establishing  Cornell  L'niversity  by 
substituting  the  title  "  Commissioner  of  Education  "  for  *'  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction." 

Chapter  107  amends  the  charter  of  Greater  Xew  York  by  exempt- 
ing from  levy  and  sale  by  virtue  of  an  execution  all  pensions  or 
annuities  payable  out  of  the  public  school  teachers'  retirement  fund. 

Chapter  109  amends  the  charter  of  the  city  of  lUifFalo  by  giving 
the  city  superintendent  the  power  to  employ  all  school  janitors. 

Chapter  126  abolishes  the  fire  department  of  the  second  school 
district  of  the  town  of  Glenville.  Schenectady  co.,  and  provides 
fire  protection  for  such  district. 

Chapter  131  amends  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Watervliet  in 
relation  to  the  compensation  of  officers  and  estimated  expenses  to 
be  reported  to  the  mayor.

Chapter  133  extends  the  time  for  the  selection  of  lands  as  a 
site  for  the  New  York  State  Training  School  for  Boys  and  the 
establishment  of  such  school. 

Chapter  134  extends  the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Rochester  so 
as  to  include  a  portion  of  the  town  of  Brighton  and  brings  the 
schools  of  the  territory  thus  annexed  under  the  supervision  and 
control  of  such  city. 

Chapter  142  revises  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Corning.  Title  5 
relates  to  taxes  and  assessments  for  school  purposes. 

Chapter  148  authorizes  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  village  of 
White  Plains  to  establish  and  maintain  a  public  library. 

Chapter  154  relates  to  the  bond  of  the  treasurer  of  the  New  York 
School  for  the  Blind. 

Chapter  i^§ 

An  act  to  bring  union  free  school  district  number  11,  town  of 
Southampton,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  consolidated  school  law. 

Became  a  law,  Ap.  8,  1905,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three   fifths   being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozcs: 

§  I  Union  free  school  district  number  11,  town  of  Southamp- 
ton, in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  is  continued  under  such  name  and 
number  and  the  boundaries  thereof  shall  be  the  same  as  its  bounda- 
ries now  are  until  altered  as  the  law  provides. 

§  2  The  said  union  free  school  district  number  ii,  town  of 
Southampton,  shall  hereafter,  in  all  respects,  be  subject  to  and 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  556  of  the  laws  of  1894, 
being  the  consolidated  school  law,  and  all  amendments  which  have 
been  and  which  may  hereafter  be  made  thereto. 

§  3  Chapter  441  of  the  laws  of  1862  and  all  amendments  thereto 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  4  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Chapter  192  relates  to  the  public  school  teachers'  retirement 
fund  of  the  city  of  Buffalo. 

Chapter  208  legalizes  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  school  district  i, 
town  of  Palmyra,  Wayne  co. 

Chapter  212  legalizes  the  issuance  of  bonds  by  the  school  dis- 
trict of  the  citv  of  Amsterdam. 
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Chapter  245  authorizes  the  city  of  Ogdensburg  to  issue  bonds 
to  provide  for  the  erection,  repairing  and  furnishing  of  school 
buikhngs  in  said  city, 

Chai)ter  2</)  amends  chapter  580  of  the  laws  of  1901  relating  to 
the  maintenance  and  estal^Hshment  of  a  free  public  library  system 
in  the  city  of  \e\v  ^'ork. 

Chapter  356  amends  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Auburn.  Sec  sub- 
div.  k  ^  38  as  amended  by  §  12  and  §  86  as  amended  by  §  31. 

Chapter  357  revises  the  several  acts  relative  to  the  city  of  Tona- 
wanda.    SulxHv.  6  of  §  7,  and  title  22  relate  to  the  schools  of  that  city. 

Chapter  364  authorizes  the  city  of  Lockport  to  issue  bonds  to 
provide  repairs  to  the  Hawley  st.  school  buildings. 

Chapter  383  incorporates  the  De  \'caux  College  for  orphan  and 
destitute  children. 

Chapter  46<3  authorizes  the  board  of  education  of  the  city  of 
Watertown  to  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  meet  deficiencies 
of  that  board. 

Chapter  486  amends  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Watertown  in 
relation  to  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  for  the  use  of  the 
board  of  education. 

Chapter  ^tq 

An   act   to   amend    the   labor   law    relating   to   children   working   in 
streets  and  public  places  in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes. 

Became  a  law.  May   17,   1905,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

throe  fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  A'rrc  Y'ork.  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

i  1  Sections  174,  177  and  179a  of  article  12  of  chapter  415  of 
the  laws  of  1897.  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  labor,  constitu- 
ting chapter  22  of  the  general  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  151 
of  the  laws  of  ky^t,.  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  174  Prohibited  employment  of  children  in  street  trades.  Xo 
male  chikl  under  10.  an»l  no  girl  under  16  years  of  age  shall  in 
anv  citv  of  the  first  or  second  class  sell  or  expose  or  offer  for 
sale  newspapers  in  any  street  or  public  place. 

§  177  Regulations  concerning  badge  and  permit.  The  badge 
provided  fnr  herein  shall  be  worn  conspicuouslv  at  all  times  by 
such  child  while  so  working;  and  such  permit  and  badge  shall 
expire  at  the  end  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  issue.  No 
child  to  whom  such  permit  and  badge  are  issued  shall  transfer 
the  same  to  anv  oiher  person  nor  be  engaged  in  any  city  of  the 
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first  or  second  class  as  a  newsboy,  or  shall  sell  or  expose  or  offer 
for  sale  newspapers  in  any  street  or  public  place  without  having 
upon  his  person  such  badge,  and  he  shall  exhibit  the  same  upon 
demand  at  any  time  to  any  police,  or  attendance  officer. 

§  179a  Violation  of  this  article,  how  punished.  Any  child 
who  shall  work  in  any  city  of  the  first  or  second  class  in  any 
street  or  public  place  as  a  newsboy  or  shall  sell  or  expose  or  offer 
for  sale  newspapers  under  circumstances  forbidden  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article,  must  be  arrested  and  brought  before  a 
court  or  magistrate  having  jurisdiction  to  commit  a  child  to  an 
incorporated  charitable  reformatory  or  other  institution  and  be 
dealt  with  according  to  law;  and  if  any  such  child  is  committed 
to  an  institution,  it  shall  when  practicable,  be  committed  to  an 
institution  governed  by  persons  of  the  same  religious  faith  as  the 
parents  of  such  child. 

§  2  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  deemed  or  con- 
strued to  repeal,  amend,  modify,  impair  or  in  any  manner,  ai¥ect 
any  provision  of  the  Penal  Code  or  the  Code  of  Criminal  Pro- 
cedure. 

§  3  This  act  shall  take  effect  Sep.  i,  1905. 

Chapter  524  transfers  to  the  city  of  New  York  the  normal  and 
training  school  located  at  Jamaica. 

Chapter  526  incorporates  the  Staten  Island  Association  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  and  provides  for  the  care  and  housing  of  its  museum 
and  library  by  the  city  of  New  York. 

Chapter  528 

An  act  to  amend  the  Greater  New  York  charter,  relative  to  Anni- 
versary day,  so  called,  as  a  holiday  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
borough  of  Brooklyn,  city  of  New  York. 

Accepted  by  the  city. 

Became  a  law,  May  18,  1905,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three  fifths  being  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follozvs: 

§  I  Title  4  of  chapter  18  of  the  Greater  New  York  charter, 
as  reenacted  by  chapter  466  of  the  laws  of  1901,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  a  new  section  to  be  known 
as  section  1162,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1 1 62  Anniversary  day  as  a  holiday  in  the  public  schools  of 
the  borough  of  Brooklyn.  The  eighth  day  of  June  in  the  year 
1905  and  thereafter  the  first  Thursday  in  June  in  each  year,  except 
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in  those  years  when  the  first  Thursday  in  June  occurs  in  the  same 
week  with  Memorial  clay,  and  in  such  years  the  second  Thursday 
in  June,  known  as  Anniversary  day,  and  celebrated  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  orj^anization  of  Sundays^  schools,  is  hereby  made  and 
declared  to  be  a  holiday  in  all  the  public  schools  in  the  borouc^h  of 
Brooklyn.,  city  of  New  York,  and  the  board  of  education  of  such 
citv  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  all  the  public  schools 
in  such  borou.c^h  to  be  closed  on  such  day. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Chapter  548  authorizes  the  city  of  Buflfalo  to  issue  bonds  for 
the  purpcjse  of  purchasing:  school  lots  and  erectinc^.  completing:  and 
enlarj.^in£(  school  buildinjj^s. 

Chapter  559  amends  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Hudson.  Several 
provisions  relate  to  the  schools  of  the  city. 

Chapter  562  j^rovidcs  for  the  taxation  of  state  lands  for  school 
purposes  in  union  free  school  district  2,  town  of  W'awarsing. 
Ulster  CO. 

Chapter  563  provides  f<jr  the  taxation  of  state  lands  for  school 
purposes  in  school  district  i.  Dannemora,  Clinton  co. 

Chapter  5<j3  revises  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Johnstown. 
Article  10  relates  to  the  Ix.ard  of  education  and  the  schools  of 
the  city. 

Chapter  608 

An  act  to  esta!)lish  a  retirement  fund  for  pensioninj^  retired  school 
teachers  in  the  city  of  Rochester,  and  to  regulate  the  collection 
and  manat^ement  thereof. 

Acceptrcl   by    tlic   city. 

Became  a  law,  May  25.  1905,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three   fifths   bcinf^:  present. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  XriK'  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enaet  as  follows: 

i  I  sul)(li\.  1  The  board  of  education,  the  sui)erintendent  of 
schools,  one  principal,  and  one  teacher  of  the  public  schools 
shall  constitute  a  board  of  trustees  who  shall  have  the  general 
care  and  management  of  the  public  school  teachers'  retirement 
fund  created  by  this  act.  In  September,  1905,  and  in  the  same 
month  every  second  year  thereafter,  a  meeting  of  all  the  teachers 
and  i^rincipals  of  the  public  schools  of  Rochester  shall  be  called 
by  the  superintendent,  at  which  time  and  place  one  principal  and 
oiie  teacher,  then  in  active  service,  shall  be  chosen  by  the  assembled 
teachers  and  principals  to  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  upon 
the  board  of    trustees    hereinbefore    mentioned.     The   said  board

of  trustees  is  empowered  to  make  payment  from  said  fund, 
of  the  annuities  granted  in  pursuance  of  this  act ;  to  take  all  neces- 
sary and  proper  action  in  the  premises ;  and  to  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  administration  and  investment  of  said 
fund  as  it  may  deem  best,  except  that  neither  the  whole  nor  any 
part  of  said  fund  shall  be  invested  in  any  manner  otherwise  than 
as  the  savings  banks  of  the  State  are  by  law  permitted  to  invest 
their   funds. 

Subdiv.  2  The  public  school  teachers'  retirement  fund  created 
by  this  act  shall  consist  of  the  following  moneys  with  interest  or 
income  therefrom,  to  wit : 

a  All  donations,  legacies  and  gifts  which  shall  be  made  to  said 
fund. 

b  Two  per  centum  per  annum  of  the  respective  salaries  paid 
to  the  superintendent  of  schools,  supervisors,  principals  and 
teachers  regularly  employed  in  the  public  schools  of  Rochester, 
except  that  no  such  deduction  shall  be  made  from  the  salary  of 
a  su]:)erintendent  or  a  supervisor  unless  within  one  month  from 
the  date  this  act  shall  take  effect  or  from  the  time  of  his  or  her 
appointment,  notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  his  or  her  desire  to  come  within  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

c  An  amount  to  be  paid  each  year  from  the  funds  appropriated 
by  the  city  of  Rochester  for  the  board  of  education  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  department  of  education,  equal  to  one  half  the  total 
sum  deducted  from  the  salaries  of  the  superintendent,  supervisors, 
principals  and  teachers  for  that  year. 

d  All  moneys  which  may  be  obtained  from  other  sources  or  by 
other  means  duly  and  legally  devised  for  the  increase  of  said  fund 
by  the  board  of  trustees  or  with  their  consent. 

Subdiv.  3  The  board  of  education  in  making  the  pay  rolls 
for  the  superintendent,  supervisors,  principals  and  teachers  here- 
inbefore mentioned,  shall  semiannually  deduct  from  the  salary 
of  each  of  said  persons  a  sum  equal  to  i%  of  his  or  her 
annual  salary,  except  that  no  such  deduction  shall  be  made 
from  the  salary  of  a  superintendent  or  a  super^dsor  who  does  not 
come  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
and  shall  certify  the  amount  of  such  deductions  and  the  names 
of  the  persons  from  whose  salaries  such  deductions  have  been 
made ;  and  such  certificate  shall  accompany  the  pay  roll  and  a 
warrant  for  the  amount  of  the  deductions  so  certified  shall  be 
drawn  payable  to  the  city  comptroller,  and  shall  be  deposited  by 
him  with  the  city  treasurer,  who  shall  retain  the  same  subject 
to  the  disposal  of  said  board  of  trustees  as  hereinafter  provided. 
At  the  same  time  a  warrant  shall  be  drawn  payable  to  the  city 
comptroller  for  a  sum  equal  to  one  half  of  the  amount  of  the 
deductions  made  from  the  salaries  of  the  said  superintendent, 
supervisors,  principals  and  teachers,  made  chargeable  to  the 
funds  appropriated  by  the  city  of  Rochester  for  the  board  of 
education  for  the  maintenance  of  the  department  of  education, 
which  sum  the  said  comptroller  shall  also  deposit  with  the  city 
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treasurer,  who  shall  retain  the  same  subject  to  the  disposal  of 
said  board  of  trustees  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Snbdiv.  J\  The  city  comptroller  shall  be  the  custodian  of  said 
fund,  and  the  city  treasurer  shall  be  the  treasurer  thereof:  and 
all  orders  made  payable  from  this  fund  shall  be  made  upon  the 
vote  of  the  said  board  of  trustees,  said  orders  to  be  signed  by  its 
|)resi(lent  and  cnmitersiij^ned  by  the  city  comptroller  and  the  city 
treasurer. 

Subdiv.  5  a  The  board  of  education  shall  have  power,  on 
recommendation  of  the  superintendent  of  schools,  to  retire  from 
service  or  refuse  to  reappoint  to  service,  any  supervisor,  princi- 
pal, or  teacher  who  shall  have  served  in  such  capacity  or  capacities 
for  an  aj^',t,'ret^ate  period  of  20  years,  if  a  female,  and  25  years  if 
a  male;  and  any  person  so  retired  or  refused  reappointment,  shall 
become  an  annuitant  under  this  act.  provided  that  not  less  than 
15  years  of  such  service  shall  have  been  rendered  in  the  public 
schoi^ls  of  Rochester,  and  in  case  of  any  suj)erintendent  or  super- 
visor, provided  ahso  that  he  or  she  shall  have  come  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

b  Any  superintendent,  sujiervisor,  principal  or  teacher  who  shall 
have  served  in  such  cai)acity  or  capacities  for  a  period  of  30 
years,  if  a  female,  or  35  years,  if  a  male,  may  with  the  consent 
of  the  board  of  education,  retire  from  service  and  become  an 
annuitant  under  this  act,  pnnided  that  not  less  than  15  years  of 
such  service,  shall  have  been  performed  in  the  public  .schools  of  the 
City  of  Rochester,  and  in  case  of  any  superintendent  or  supervi.sor, 
provided  also  that  he  or  she  shall  have  come  under  the  pnn'isions  of 
this  act   in   the  maimer  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Subdiv.  6  Annuities  paid  in  ])ursuance  of  this  act  shall  be  one 
half  the  amount  of  the  annual  .salary  of  the  annuitant  at  the  time 
of  retirement  from  .service,  except  that  no  annuity  shall  exceed 
$800  annually  ;  but  if  the  moneys  at  the  di.sposal  of  the  trustees 
of  said  fund  be  found  at  any  time  inadequate  to  fully  carry  out 
the  provisions  herein  above  mentioned,  the  trustees  .shall  then  pay 
to  the  per.sons  entitled  to  participate  in  said  fund  as  near  a  pro 
rata  amount  as  in  their  judj^ment  the  circumstances  will  warrant. 

Subdiv.  7  No  person  shall  become  an  annuitant  who  has  not 
contributed  to  the  teachers'  retirement  fund  in  pursuance  of  sub- 
div. 3  oi  this  act.  an  amount  ecjual  to  at  least  40  per  centum  of 
his  or  her  annual  salary  at  the  time  of  retirement :  but  any  such 
person  otherwise  qualified  may  become  an  annuitant  by  making 
a  cash  pavment  to  the  retirement  fund  before  receiving  any  an- 
nuity, of  such  an  amount  as  his  or  her  contributions  under  said 
subdiv.  3  mav  have  fallen  short  of  the  required  40  per  centum. 

Subdiv.  8  Xo  annuity  .<^hall  be  paid  from  the  teachers'  retire- 
ment fund  before  July  i.  1007.  but  any  person  duly  qualified  who 
shall  retire  or  be  retired  from  service  before  that  time,  and  after 
this  act  .shall  take  effect,  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  forfeited  the 
right  to  become  an  annuitant  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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Subdiv.  9  If  'at  any  time  a  superintendent,  supervisor,  princi- 
pal, or  teacher,  who  shall  be  willing  to  continue  service  in  the 
public  schools  of  Rochester,  shall  not  be  reemployed,  or  shall  be 
discharged  before  the  time  when  he  or  she  would  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  be  entitled  to  an  annuity,  then  such  person  shall 
be  paid  back,  without  interest,  all  the  money  which  may  have  been 
deducted  from  his  or  her  salary  in  pursuance  of  this  act. 

Subdiv.  lo  The  board  of  education  shall  include  in  its  annual 
report  a  full  account  of  the  condition  of  the  teachers'  retirement 
fund,  its  amount,  the  manner  of  its  investment,  and  all  receipts  and 
disbursements  on  account  of  said  fund  during  the  year. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  September  i,  1905. 

Chapter  659  provides  for  the  erection  of  a  high  school  building 
in  the  city  of  Syracuse. 

Chapter  661  relates  to  the  public  school  teachers'  retirement  fund 
in  the  city  of  New  York. 

Chapter  703  makes  provision  for  the  New  York  State  School  for 
the  Blind  at  Batavia  and  several  other  charitable  educational  in- 
stitutions in  the  State. 

Chapter  716  makes  an  appropriation  for  an  addition  to  the  site 
of  the  State  Normal  College  at  Albany.
